PEACE PACT MAY BE READY FOR 


FINAL DISCUSSION IN APRIL 


CHARMING AFFAIR AT 


0. S. AND S. 0. HOME 


HY FRED S. FERG USON 
Paris, Feb. HI.-- American, British. 
French and italian delegates discussed 
the program for a preliminary peace 
today with the 
intention of having 
the outline completed soon after Pres­ 
ident Wilson’s return to Paris. Belief 
was expressed that the pact might be 
ready for final discussion by tho mid­ 
dle of April. The length to which tho 
sessions will continue after the Gor­ 
mans are called in, is problematical, 
though the delegates are hopeful of 
effecting the peace settlement by 
June. 
In the 
meantime discussion of 
boundaries in which the allied pow­ 
ers are concerned will continuo, but it 
is not necessary that an agreement 
will have been reached before the 
preliminary peace is presented. 
The committee on responsibility for 
the war was reported today to be en­ 
countering difficulties in considering 


the case of the former kaiser as there 
is no precedent on which to proceed. 
The questkm of possible extradition 
for instance necessitates the closest 
examination. There is no desire to 
take action that might possibly result 
in Wilhelm being cast in tho role of a 
martyr. 
Old strategic, boundary idea has 
again bobbed up through presentation 
of Serbia’s claims. The Serbs want a 
stretch of territory fifteen 
to thirty 
kilometers (9 to 18 miles) wide along 
the Bulgarian frontier, claiming it is 
necessary for protection of an impor­ 
tant railway line. 
Italy's refusal to arbitrate her dis­ 
pute with the Jugo-SLavs over Dalma- 
tion has not created a ripple as it is 
based on the grounds that all terri­ 
torial claims will be examined by the 
conference and there is no reason why 
an exception shall be made in this 
case.

GERMAN MINISTER 


OF MARINE RESIGNS 


Amsterdam. Fob. 19.—Ritter Von 
Mann, German minister of marine has 
resigned, according to the General 
Anzeiger of Dusseldorf. 


Paris, Feb. 19—Georges Clemenceau, premier 
of France, was shot and slightly wounded by a 
boy named Cotin, as he entered a motor car in 
front of bis residence this morning. His assail­ 
ant was arrested. 
"Ifs nothing" was the “Tiger’s" only com­ 
ment after he had walked hack into the house, un­ 
assisted. 
The assailant who refused to make any state­ 
ment regarding his motive, is about 18 years old. 
He is a French civilian and is said to live in Cam- 
piegnc. 
Clemenceau was seating himself in his lim­ 
ousine, when the boy suddenly sprang forward 
and fired 8 shots from a pistol. Six of them hit 
the front of the ear. Tv. o bullets penetrated the 
glass door, one striking the Premier on the inner 
side of the right arm, near the shoulder, inflict­ 
ing a flesh wound. 
A policeman grabbed Cotin. Another man, 
whose identity is not yet known, rushed to Cotin’s 
assistance. A crowd quickly gathered and at­ 
tacked the two men who were battling with the 
policeman. Cotin was badly mauled and the po­ 
liceman was slightly wounded. Clemenceau re­ 
fusing offers of assistance, walked back into his 
home. 
Cotin was later said lo be a well-known anar­ 
chist, Clemenceau was reported to attach no po­ 
litical significance to the attack. Captain Adre 
Tardieu, commissioner of Franco-American rela­ 
tions, said that before the bullet lodged in Clem- 
enceau’s shoulder it passed through tile fleshy 
part of his neck but did not sever any arteries. 
Clemenceau, as permanent chairman of the 
peace congress is the biggest figure in Europe at 
present. He became premier Nov. 16, 1917, and 
despite his 77 years has survived several bitter 
political battles since that time,.. By many critics 
he is given equal credit with Marshal Foch for the 
allied victory. He is popularly known as “The 
Tiger” and has lived up to that name during the 
peace conference.

became a fighting republican during 
Napoleon III’h reign.

Prance on August 7th, and saw ac­ 
tive service with Co. B, of tho 21st 
Machine Gun Battalion of the Sev­ 
enth Division. 
It was while on duty 
on a guard line that a German shell 
struck him on the log. severely injuring 
it, and he was scut to* Base Hospital 
No. 55 for attention. He was just dis­ 
charged from the hospital and took 
his examination on January 7th, after 
spending two months 
recuperating. 
After passing the examination he was 
sent to rejoin his company. 
Mr. and Mrs. Harness received a 
loiter from their sen Monday in which 
Im said that he had a cold when he 
rejoined his outfit and wasn’t feeling 
well. 
He said that he was marching 
about seven hours every day and that 
his feet got wet, this condition prob­ 
ably leading to the pneumonia which 
l a t e r caused his death.
